Janet and Charles Bolts, were the 
latest convicted drug smugglers to 
testify for the state. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hicks and Bolts are on 
trial on charges of conspiracy to 
distribute narcotics. The trial is being 
heard before U.S. District Judge 
Eldon Mahon. 
The five couriers — two testified 
Wednesday — have said they made a 
total of 48 trips during a three year 
period to Bogota, Colombia, and 
Bangkok, Thailand. More than $2 
million worth of confiscated cocaine 
and heroin they purchased on those 
trips has been placed in evidence. 
The five witnesses have testified on 
plea bargaining agreements with the 
district attorney.

operated under the instructions of 
Coleman Bandy, an Argyle, Tex., 
mechanic who testified Wednesday he 
was supervised by Hicks. 
Pitchford testified Bandy instructed 
him once to wear a white hankerchief 
and carry a torn 500 peso bill which he 
would match with the other half of the 
bill carried by “Alberto,” the driver 
of “cab No. 82” in Bogota. He said he 
was to pay Alberto $2,500 for cocaine 
and then return through Florida. 
“Ray Bandy told me where go, how 
to dress,” Pitchford said. “The cab 
driver would spot me and we’d make a 
deal.” 
Pitchford said he made the deal, but 
was arrested by Customs agents in 
Miami who made a deal with him. He 
continued to San Francisco, with the 
agents, where he delivered the 
cocaine to Bandy, and the agents then 
arrested Bandy. 
DEA agent Bruce Wakabayski 
testified he arrested Coffman with 1.5 
pounds of pure heroin worth $300,000 
at Honolulu Airport two years ago. 
Other agents said 
Kennedy 
was 
arrested in February at the Dallas- 
Fort Worth airport with $1 million 
worth of Colombian cocaine. 
Kennedy said he never met Hicks 
until he was called to testify at the 
grand jury hearing on the smuggling 
operation. Kennedy said Bandy of­ 
fered him the job of courier. He said 
made two trips to Bogata with Bandy 
to “bring cocaine back to the United 
States.” 
Coffman testified he and Mrs. Hicks 
on one occasion went to a Western 
Union office where she received a 
money order for $7,000. She cashed the 
money order and gave Coffman the 
money. He then left for Bogota to buy 
a kilo of cocaine. Cofffman said he 
returned to Miami where he met 
Hicks. 
Coffman testified they flew to Los 
Angeles where Hicks took the cocaine 
from 
Coffman’s 
suitcase 
and 
allegedly sold it to a third man for 
$12,000.

Right Variety Selection Is Key

Proper variety selection is 
the first key to local grape- 
growing success Stay away 
from Thompson seedless and 
Concord varieties, as they’re 
not well adapted to our hot, 
humid conditions.

question these last several 
w eeks

awake to fading-out grass 
and fading-in weeds 
Is it disease, or is it lack 
of iron0 Exam ine your grass 
carefully Pull a few blades 
and 
look 
at 
them 
in­ 
dividually If they’re boldly 
streaked, zebra-style, green 
and yellow, then it is iron 
chlorosis 
The problem is 
probably transitory, nothing 
to worry about this late in 
the year 
If, on the other hand, the 
grass is green with con­ 
spicuous 
yellow 
mottling, 
then you do have a problem. 
Your grass is infested with 
St. 
Augustine 
Decline, 
a 
dreaded virus disease for 
which there s no chemical 
control 
Decline is new to North 
Texas, having spread north 
out of the valley during the 
last six to eight years. It’s 
mechanically 
transmitted. 


via lawn mowers, edgers, 
shoes, etc 
and. once in a 
lawn, 
it 
m eans 
a 
slow, 
devitalized death for the St. 
Augustine 
- Avoiding the problem 
Do your own lawnmowing, 
or at least have it done with 
your own mower. If com­ 
m ercial turf care companies 
maintain your lawn be sure 
they’re taking precautions to 
disinfect their equipm ent 
between every job. 
Select 
sod 
carefu lly . 
Inspect for any evidence of 
decline invasion before you 
buy. Ask the dealer for some 
evidence of certificatio n , 
even his own personal word.

with

problem. Say you’ve already 
been blessed. What then do 
you do0 For one thing, you 
don’t spend money for more 
common St. Augustine sod. 
For thing two, you don’t 
spend a lot of money on 
fertilizers (it’s a disease, not 
a d eficien cy ), fun gicides 
(it’s a virus, not a fungus) 
and insecticides.

serve just as well, you’ll 
possibly want to plan it into 
your turf future In fact, if 
there s enough sun, bermuda 
probably will be the St. 
A u g u s t i n e ’ s 
n a t u r a l 
replacement. In shade you 
may want to use one of the 
low-light ground c o v e rs: 
English ivy, vinca, ajuga, 
etc. 
Perhaps the best solution 
of all lies in a new type of St. 
A ugustine, 
one 
called 
F lo ratam . It s the now- 
fam ous “ A ggie-G rass.” so

since A&M did much of the 
research. 
Floratam was developed 
because of its resistance to 
St. Augustine decline 
But 
still there’s a catch to the 
cure. Floratam , as we’ve 
said before, is not reliably 
hardy in cold c lim a te s.

The compost pit is an 
effectiv e m ethod of fe r­ 
tilizing a yard or garden with 
no odor, little trouble and a 
sm all expense. The pit also 
prevents added pollution to 
the air caused by burning the 
waste products. 
Compost can be produced 
by forming a pit or pile of 
waste m aterial of almost 
any type in an area close to a 
water source The pit should 
be well ventilated and open 
to sunshine 


Begin the pile with a six-to- 
eight inch layer of debris and 
add a layer of soil or finished 
compost one-to-two inches 
thick. The final layer should 
be one-to-two inches 
of 
manure or one-to-two cups of 
a com m ercial fertilizer per 
square yard of surface area. 
The pile should then be well 
watered but not saturated. 
Layers should be repeated 
until the pile is four to five 
feet high 
When a pile is 
com pleted, it should be 
turned every two or three 
months 
to 
speed 
decom­ 
position and equalize overall 
breakdown. 
Com post 
bins 
can 
be 
inexpensively 
constructed 
from brick, wire netting and 
polyethylene, or wood Three 
bins should be used with one 
bin ready 
for use, 
one 
decomposing 
and 
another 
being filled.

But a 
few years will suffice to exterminate the 
buffalo, and thus prevent the Indians from 
living in a savage state to depredate on the 
frontier.

Heliostat Studied

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Could you tell me how to remove 
deodorant stains from a light blue polyester knit blouse? 
One day when I took the blouse off the stain was on 
several places I hung it in a closet for a month or two 
and then washed it. but the stains remained. After using 
a laundry spray on it and washing again the stain came 
out dark, so I put soda on it but that did no good. Can you 
tell me anything else to try. I am afraid to use bleach. — 
m a r t h a: 
DEAR MARTHA — At this point it seems most 
anything might be adding fuel to the fire. While your 
blouse was hanging in the closet the deodorant stains 
may have been weakening the fibers. Have you tried 
washing with bar soap and drying in the sun? If any odor 
is evident, soak in a strong salt water solution first. You 
might try rubbing the stains with bar soap, pre-soak in 
an enzyme detergent and launder. Ammonia restores 
color to fresh stains and vinegar to old stains. — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that I cannot find m en’s 
socks in size nine and a half. The stretch socks seem to be for 
sizes from ten to thirteen. There are many men who need size 
eight and a half to nine. I am sure they would appreciate fin­ 
ding them in the stores. — MRS. S.K. 
DEAR POLLY — When my hand towels start to get thin and 
are neither efficient nor pretty, I either sew two or three of 
them together or sew two partially worn washcloths together 
and then sew those to a hand towel They fit together well.
